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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

During the first ten months of 1972 Alberta farmers cash receipts totalled $738 million, 
an increase of $97 million or 15% over the comparable period of 1971. Increases in initial pay- 
ments for some grains in October raised cumulative cash receipts from this source to $272 mil- 
lion or 3.4% over 1971. Cash income from livestock and products was up 19% to the end of October 
1972. Repayments of cash Mi yancee to the Canadian Wheat Board was some $7 million lower than 
in 1971; and supplementary payments received by farmers was some $15 million higher than 
Ni he a 

Shipments of Alberta manufacturers continued to exceed year earlier levels in October. 
Figures for the first ten months of 1972 indicate a 15% increase over 1971. Packing plant sales 
increased 21% during this period; refinery production during the first three quarters of 1972 was 
28% higher than a year earlier, and production of brewed products was up 17%. 

October figures for the petroleum industry show large increases over 1971in the value of 
sales of all products. Coal production in Alberta over the first ten months of 1972 totalled 8. 2 
million tons valued at $38. 7 million. 

The value of building permits issued in October was some $8 million less than in October 
1971; the cumulative value for the year, however,was 7% above last year with preliminary Novem - 
ber figures indicating a further 3% increase. Dwelling starts in centres of 10,000 population and 
over decreased 14% during the January to October period; there were approximately 500 fewer 
dwelling units under constructionin these centres atthe end of October 1972 than twelve months 
Carlier, 

Preliminary October figures indicate the value of retail trade increased 13% during the 
first ten months of 1972. Sales of motor vehicle dealers show the largest increase followed by 
department stores and grocery and combination stores. 

The provincial unemployment rate increased from 3. 7% in October to 5. 1% in November. 
This compares to the November 1971 rate of 4.2% and the November 1970 rate of 5.3%. Esti- 
mates of the labour force by industry show a large decrease in employment in the agriculture 
industry between October and November. 

The all-items consumer price index for Edmonton-Calgary rose 0.5% in November. At 
135.3 it was 4.2% above that of a year ago. Since October the food index advanced 1.0%, the 


clothing component 0.5% and the transportation component 075%;

Advance reports from the 1971 Census of Canadaindicate there were 464,940 households, and 382, 110 families 
in Alberta as at June 1, 1971. The average number of persons per family was 3.7 and the average number of children 
per family was 1.8. On a household basis the average number of persons was 3. 4. 

A household is defined as a person or group of persons occupying one dwelling. It usually consists of a family 
group with or without lodgers, employees, etc. ; however, it may consist of two or more families sharing a dwelling, 
of a group of unrelated persons or of one person living alone. Every person is a member of some household and there 
is a one-to-one relationship between households and occupied dwellings except inthe case of certain households such as 
those of military and diplomatic personnel stationed overseas, from which no housing information was collected. 

A census family consists of a husband and wife (with or without children who have never been married, regard- 
less of age) or a parent with one or more children never married, living in the same dwelling. A family may consist, 
also, of aman or woman living with a guardianship child or ward under 21 years for whom no pay was received. 

The term "children" refers to sons and daughters, under 25 years, who have never married and are living at 
home. Children who have ever been married, regardless of age, are not considered as members of their parents! 
family even though they are living in the same dwelling. Unmarried sons and daughters 25 years and over living at 
home on the census date are alsofamily members, but considered as children only in a broad sense in afew tabulations. 
The following are also included as children: adopted children, stepchildren, foster children, and wards for whom no 


pay was received.
